RANGELAND DRILL 


A suggestion was submitted by an employee from the Elko District to reduce 
the speed of the feeder gears on the rangeland drills. 


This reduction mechanism provides for reducing the seeding adjustment 
mechanism to seed from 1 to 4 pounds of seed per acre which could result 
in a savings of 35¢ for each pound of seed reduced per acre. 


This suggestion was approved by Rangeland Drill Subcommittee at Reno in 
1971 and has been used by the Nevada Districts since that time. 


Add one set of sprockets on the chain drive on each side of the drill. 

- Through this addition the seeding rate can be reduced by 50%. This 
enables proper seeding. The required parts cost $56.80 per drill. See 
the parts list for item and cost. The attached photographs show the 
changes necessary.
